Truman Okays 
Foreign Aid 
To Satellites 
Sen. Cain Calls 
It 'Betrayal of 
American Dead* ' 
WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


President Truman's suspen- 
sion of a ban on foreign aid 
to countries trading behind 
the Iron Curtain may be the 
curtain raiser to a bitter new 
political battle. 


The White House yesterday 


announced an "interim" sus- 
p'ension • of the ban—known 
as the Kem amendment after 
its author Senator Kem 
(R-Mo)—for a maximum pe- 
riod of 90 days. 


The amendment was attached 


to an appropriation bill. Mr. Tru- 
man signed it into law June 2 
but complained he did so only be- 
cause the funds were urgently 
needed. He said the amendment 
would do this country and its 
allies far more harm than good. 
He called it "seriously defective" 
and said it would weaken our 
security. 


This statement was 
disputed 


strongly 
by Republican leaders 


who cautioned against any gen- 
eral suspension of the ban. 


Wherry Raps It 


Senator Wherry of Nebraska, 


the senate Republican floor leader, 
assailed the suspension today as 
"a will full nullification of an act 
of congress." 


He told a reporter he considers 


that the action "keeps open a loop- 
hole which will'permit the flow of 
strategic materials to Communist 
satellite countries, which in turn 
will feed them to the Chinese Com- 
munists to help them, kill our 
boys." 


"Wherry said "a lot" 
will be 


heard about the action in congress 
but disclosed no immediate plans. 


Calls It Betrayal 


Senator Cain 
(R-Wash) 
de- 


nounced suspension of the Kem 
amendment provisions as "an un- 
believable betrayal" of the Ameri- 
can dead and wounded in Korea. 


"Such a dlcision," Cain said in 


a statement, "is the logical con- 
sequence of a 10-year period of 
appeasement and cowardly sur- 
render of American interests to 
European politics and Soviet strat- 
egy." 


He added in a statement: 
"It is about time that our ad- 


ministration and our allies began 
to take the anti-Communist strug- 
gle, especially the bloody Korean 
war, seriously." 


Allows Exceptions 


The Kem amendment called for 


shutting off U. S. aid to any na- 
tion shipping war-useful material 
to Russia or its satellites. One of 
its provisions allowed exceptions 
to be made by the Security council 
in any case involving the security 
interest of the U. S. 


The announcement said the pur- 


pose of suspending the ban was to 
allow a chance for further study of 
trading situations in countries re- 
ceiving U. S. economic aid. 


The president has said a sweep- 


ing ban is unworkable.' When he 
signed the bill two weeks ago he 
said "exceptions on a broad scale" 
might have to be made. 


Kem has called the administra- 


tion's arguments against the ban 
"state department jargon."

conspiracy," he added, "and not 
a global challenge, then wo can 
meet «nd beat it by the arts of 
tha prosecutor and politician which 
w« tmderstand.

"Indeed the apoplectic quality of

of the home, St. Cunegonde's 
Hospice, which went up in 
flames yesterday. 


A morgue attendant said 


early today that 32 charred 
bodies have been carried from 
the rubble of the 75-year-old 
stone and 
frame building 


where some 400 old people 
and children lived. One search- 
er said it was believed 13 per- 
sons were still missing. 


About a dozen of the aged 


were blind and many of the 
children were cripples. 


Coroner August Clement said 


an inquest would be held this morn- 
ing. 


Bodies 
recovered during 
the 


night were kept at the scene of 
the blaze. In the over-crowded 
morgue 25 bodies were laid out. 


The bodies of two nuns, Mother 


Superior Rita Gervals, 52, and 
Sister Chauvin, 60, were taken to 
the mother house of the Grey nuns 
who ran the hospice. 


Began at Noon 


The fire broke out about noon 


yesterday. The Rev. P. M. Seguln, 
chaplain of the hospice, said "it 
was apparently started" accident- 
ally in a tinder-dry elevator shaft. 
One report said a blow torch being 
used to install a new elevator, fell 
into the shaft. 


_ Flames shot up_ the opening to 
the" roof 'and billo'we'd through th§ 
corridors cutting off escape for 
those rapped on the top floor. 


All available fire-fighting equip- 


ment rushed to the scene, but waa 
hampered .by the thousands of 
lunch-hour curious who jammed 
around the building in Montreal's 
midtown south side.

Pious residents of this predomi- 


nantly French-Canadian Cathollo 
city, meanwhile, hailed the mem- 
ory of Mother Superior Rita Ger- 
vals, 52, who rushed into the blaz- 
ing inferno to try to save her 
charges.

Clean Furnace Now; Save Grief in Winter 


Just about now people are hap- 


pily thinking about shutting down 
their furnaces and basking1 in the 
free heat of summer. 


There's nothing wrong with for- 


getting your heating plant for a 
few months if .you give it a little 
kind treatment after.the work it 
did all winter. Otherwise, come 
fall, you may find your furnace has 
nothing to offSr but a cold should- 
jer. 


If you have a coal furnace, the 


first think to do is clean out the 
ash pit. A lot of householders let 
this little chore slide once they've 
let the fire go out, but- ashes left 
around all summer are likely to 
store up moisture and cause rust. 


Then open the boiler door and 


get rid of the soot that's accumu- 
lated on the boiler baffles. Use 
a thin, long-handled brush (they 
make 'em just for this job) and 
lots of vigor. Grates ought to be 
cleaned, too; a wire brush will do 
the trick here.. 


Remove Pipe 


Now go around in back and take 


down the smoke pipe. Cover the 
ends so you won't leave a trail of 
soot, take it outside and dump it. 
Som-e people wrap the smoke pipe 
in paper and store it for the sum- 
mer, but if you put it back now 
you'll be able to check to make 
sure the cement is sound where it 
enters the chimney. 


When you've finished the clean- 


ing, above and below; take an in- 
sect gun and fill it with light oil. 
spray thoroughly all over the in- 
side of the furnace, and you won't 
have to worry about rust. Oil the 
doors and hinges, too, and leave 
them open so the furnace can air 
out all summer. 


Now you can go to work on the 


outside, checking all moving parts 
(particularly the safety or relief 
valve) and repairing cracks and 
tears in the insulating jacket with 
asbestos .cement. 


If yours is a steam boiler, this

is the time to drain it. Then re- 
fill to the top. If you find a lot of 
rust and scale in the water, you 
can get a special compound at 
your hardware store that 
Will 


clean things out. 


Don't Drain 


If you have a hot water heating 


system, leave the boiler undrained 
—and don't drain off the radiators, 
either. The water that's already in 
there won't rust them because the 
cooking it got all winter took out 
the oxygen. 


Oil burner mechanisms ought to 


be oiled in the proper places. Somt* 
where around the cellar you've 
probably tacked up the instruc- 
tions you got when the burner'was 
installed. If you can't find them, 
get a new set front your 'service 
man. 


Every couple of years you should 


make a note to get the soot out of 
the chimney. You can buy chemi- 
cal chips to throw on your coal 
fire, or liquid chemicals for oil 
furnaces, that will do the wor.^ 
when you start the furnace up 
again. • 


and some lilies prefer to be froz- 
en before they start to grow, and 
many be sown in a flat or flower 
pot, and left outdoors in a shel- 
tered place over winter. 


A substitute for this lengthy 


treatment can be used by any 
owner of an electric ice box. Take 
an ice tray from the refrigerator 
and fill it half full of water.

Then 
fill the trays completely with wa- 
ter and freeze again. The seeds 
will then be encased in ice and 
may be left there several daye, 
and planted when thawed out.

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69- Year-Old Jurist Retires to Spend Days With Treasured Historical and Legal Works

Relaxing comfortably in 'an easy chair in the* second 


story library of his home, Circuit Judge George C. Dixon 
looks back on 45 years of service to Lee county and Illinois 
as attorney, member of the state legislature, mayor and 
judge. 


Here, surrounded by books, many priceless in their an- 


tiquity, the 69-year-old jurist hopes to spend many happy 
hours free from the responsibility and tension which have 
weighed on him since being elected circuit judge April 1,1941. 
'. 
While an early summer rainfall drummed on the eaves 


*above the library and an electric fan disturbed the humid air, 


Judge Dixon gave his theory of retirement. "I have no sym- 
pathy for people who work until the second day before their 
funeral if they are in a position to take it easy and enjoy 
life," he said. 


Relieved of the responsibil- 


ity of presiding in Lee county 
circuit court by the upset 
election which swept Atty. 
.Robert L. Bracken into the 


^judgeship vacated by Judge 


Dixon's retirement, the ven- 
erable jurist intends to take a 
vacation in Colorado, work at 
cataloguing his vast collec- 
tion of historic works and 
practice some law that will 
not be too taxing 'and which 
appears interesting. 


Granted 1,010th Divorce 
^ In one of his last court ap- 


pearances Friday he granted 
his 1,010th divorce. During 
•his 10-year term on the 
bench Judge Dixon granted 
also 19 separate maintenance 
actions and 12 annulments 
for a total of 1,041 matri- 


; monial actions. The judge 
; states that 1946 was the big- 


gest year for matrimonial 


Ceases when he awarded 177 


divorces, four separate main- 


. tenarice decrees and two an- 


nulments. 


Speaking of his successor. Judge 


Dixon said, "I know Bracken is 
one of the most active practition- 
ers. He has appeared in my court 
as frequently as other attorneys 
and more •frequently than many. I 


look on him as one of the outstand- 
ing lawyers in northern Illinois. 


Highly Ethical 


"He is thoroughly learned in the 


I&W, scrupulous, highly ethical, fair 
to his adversaries, but a vigorous 
advocate of his client's rights. In 
all my contacts with him-, he nsver 
has misrepresented anything and 
always has been fair and honorable 
in his professional conduct. 


"From personal knowledge of 


Atty. Bracken and what I have 
learned of his predecessors (other 
Lee county judges) it is fair to an- 
ticipate that his record as judge 
will equal that of the earlier 
judges." 


Of his own relations while judge, 


the retiring jurist added, "I wish 
to state that it has been a pleasure 
to practice in this area and to 
associate with the bar.*I am deeply 
grateful to the constituents m the 
various counties where I have re- 
ceived the honor of being given the 
opportunity to serve the public." 


v 
Was State Senator 


Judge Dixon, who was a member 


of the Illinois senate when elected 
in 1941, also served a term in the 
legislature 
as a representative 


from 1920 to 1930 and was mayor 
of Dixon from- 19."1 to 1934. In 
1934 he xvas elected to the senate 
and served until he was elected to 
replace Judge'Harry Edwards who 
died Oct 28, 1939. Judge Dixon 
completed the legislative session 


and took office aa judge July 1, 
1941. 


In recalling the array of cases 


whidh have,passed before him dur- 
ing the 10 years on the bench, 
Circuit Judge George C. Dixon 
said, "As to individual cases, I 
don't care to comment. Let the 
record speak for itself. 


Some Unpleasant 


"However, I had several serious 


murder and kidnaping for ransom 
trials which were very unpleasant 
experiences and each case will give 
a judge an extra quota of gray 
hairs. It is a solemn moment to 
hold someone's life in your hands. 
I have never ordered a man exe- 
cuted but I have come very near 
to it. 


"I have heard 78 habeas corpus 


pleas from the Dixon State hos- 
pital, all of which were contested 
by the state. Of these, three or 
four should have been settled by 
legal action while the questions in 
the rest should have been settled 
by department action at the hos- 
pital." 


Upheld 26 Times 


During his- period as judge, 38 of 


his cases have been taken to the 
appellate and supreme courts. Of 
these 26 of the judge's decisions' 
were affirmed and 12 reversed. 
There are four cases pending on 
appeal. 


One of the most cherished plans 


for his retirement is the reading 
of many books which he has not 
had the time to'consider previous- 
ly. The judge's law library con- 
tains 6,061 books plws a private 
collection of 1,700 volumes.* The 
judge considers his collection the 
finest law library in northern Illi- 
nois. 


Upon retiring, Judge' Dixon gave 


a large portion of his library to 
his son, John, a member of the 
firm Dixon, Bales and Gunner. An 
estimated 4,000 volumes have been 
moved to the law office and an- 
other 1,000 remain in the circuit 
judge's office for Bracken's use 
until the younger Dixon can find 
room for them. 


Collector's Item* 


Listed in the library as;collec- 


tor's items are Grotius on the 
Rights of War and Peace, 1715; 
Kale's Pleas of the Crown, 1736; 
Harrison's 
Chancery 
Practice, 


1746, and the Blue Laws of Con- 
necticut, .1650. 


The first three books are Eng- 


lish law while the latter is the 
first written code of laws to be 
followed in the colony of Connecti- 
cut. These provide that anyone 
arrested a second time for drunk- 
enness shall pay twice the fine 
assessed at the first arrest. If 
arrested a third time, the fine will 
be tripled. If the offender could 
not pay he was sentenced to 10 
lashes or three hours in the stocks. 
On the fourth offense he would be 
imprisoned. 


In another section of the code is 


the provision: "Any person who 
shall swear .rashly—and vainly 
shall forfeit to the common treas- 
urer 10 shillings and it he is not 
able to pay or utterly refuses to 
pay aforesaid • fyne he shall be 
committed to the stocks for not 
longer than three houres nor less 
than one houre." 


Tobacco Law 


A law regulating the sale of 


tobacco provided that no one un- 
der 21 could buy "tobacko" unless 
he brought a certificate that it 
would be useful to him and re- 
ceive a license for -the purchase.

Another anti-tobacco law stated, 


"No man in this colony shall take 
tobacko • publicly on the streets, 
highwayes in barne yardes or in 
any public place under penalty of 
six pence for each offense." 


Also included in the judge's 


private library are two rare sets 
of Illinois law. One set is com- 
plete from the first legislative 
session in 1819 to the present day. 
The other set lacks only three 
books of being complete. Also the 
judge has copies of the territorial 
laws in effect before Illinois be- 
came a state. 


Hobby Is History 


One of Judge Dixon's main hob- 


bies is history. The judge, a direct 
descendent of John Dixon. found- 
er of this city, has the original 
contract entered' into between Dix- 
on and Joseph Ogee for the pur- 
chase of the Dixon ferry in 1832. 


He has also many historical 


photos of the Dixon area in the 
early days of photography. 


Commenting on the cause for hi« 


retirement, the judge said he has 
suffered from arthritis for the 
last few years, a condition ag- 
ravatcd by prolonged court ses- 
sions. "I desire to discontinue pub- 
lic life for more freedom. It has 
been a pleasure to serve with men 
with the integrity and judicial 
ability of Judges Harry E. Wheat 
and Leon A.. Zick". he concluded. 


Included in the collection of 


data compiled by Circuit Judge 
Dixon is a complete history of the 
13th and 15th judicial circuits 
which includes Lee county. 


Organized In 18S9 


This county was organized in 


1839. Before that it was a part of 
Ogle county but Dixon was the 
county seat. Since 1857 Lee coun- 
ty has had a resident judge, a 
"compliment to the bar of this 
county," the retiring jurist stated. 


- In 1957, at the expiration of 
the term of Judge Robert L. 
Bracken, a cycle of 100 _years 
will have been completed "since 
Judge John V. Eustace, Dixon, 
was elected as the first Lee coun- 
ty judge. 


In the early days, circuit judges 


were elected by the state legisla- 
ture instead of being chosen by di- 
rect vote of the'people as is done 
today. 


The first day of court to be 


held in Ogle county at the coun- 
ty scat. Dixon. convened Oct, 2, 
1837, with Judge Dan Stone pre- 
siding. At that time Thomas Ford, 
Oregon, was appointed prosecut- 
ing' attorney. 


Ford had been a judge in the 


county earlier but had not held 
court" in Dixon. He was commis- 
sioned "Jan. 18, 1835, and resigned 
Jan. 2, 1837. He was rccommis- 
sioncd Feb. 25, 1839, and served 
until nominated to run for gov- 
ernor in 1842, was elected, and 
served-until 1846. 


When first organized the 13th 


judicial 
circuit 
included. Ogle, 


Whiteside. Winnebago,. JoDaviess, 
Carroll, Lee. and Stephenson coun- 
ties. By 1848 the circuit was Lee, 
Ogle, Carroll. JoDaviess, Stephen- 
son, Winnebago, Whiteside. Rock 
Island and Henry counties. Despite 
this, only one judge was elected. 
Benjamin R. Sheldon. Rockford. 
was chosen in 1848. 


In 1851 Ira O. Wilkinson, Rock 


Island, was elected by the legis- 
lature and in 1855 J. Wilson Drury 
was chosen. At that time the cir- 
cuit consisted of Ogle, Lee, White- 
side, Carroll, Henry and Rock 
Island counties. 


Was Democrat 


The first Lee county Judge was 


elected March 2. 1857. He was 
John V. Eustace, a Democrat. By 
that time the people were voting 
for -judges. 


On June 3, 1861, William W, 


Heaton, Dixon, was elected follow- 
ing the resignation of Judge Eust- 
ace. He was reclected in 1867, and 
in 1873 defeated William Barge, 
Dixon, (D), by a vote of 4,286 to 
2.160. At that time the circuit in- 
cluded Lee, Whiteside, Carroll and 
Ogle counties. 


Judge Heaton died Dec. 26, 1877. 


A special election was held Feb. 
16, 1878, and Judge Eustace re-

turned to the bench by defeating 
James McCoy, Sterling, by a vote 
of 6,571 to 5,580. He was reclected 
in 1879. 


At that time throe judges were 


elected for the first time. They 
were 
Judge 
Eustace, 
William 


Brown, Rockford, and Joseph M. 
Bailey Freeport. The same ticket 
was rcelected June 1, 1885. 


Judge Eustace died in 1888, 


causing a special election June -I, 
1888. Judfie Bailey was elected to 
the supreme court leaving two 
vacancies. John D. Crnbtrcc, Dix 
on, »nd James H. Cartwright, Ore 
gon, were chosen to fill these posts. 


Special Election 


In 1891 Judges Cartwright and 


Crabtree were reelected accompan- 
ied by James Shaw, Ml. Carroll. 
Judge Cartwright went to the su- 
preme court in 1895, causing a spe- 
cial election April 7, 1896.

'52 GOP Convention Promises 


Hottest Fight Since Willkie 


Although the Republican convention is more than a year 


off, men in both the conservative and liberal wings of the 
party are already poring over strategy charts for the GOP 
presidential nomination. 


The 1952 conclave promises to be the hottest fight since 


1940, when Wendell Willkie, a former Democrat and a new- 
comer to politics, swept the boards. 


As of this writing, the two leading names for next year 


are Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio and Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower. Lesser candidates are Gov. Earl Warren of California 
and Harold E. Stassen, president of the .University of Penn- 
sylvania.

Taft, of course, must be placed in the conservative group, 


even though he goes it alone on many issues. Eisenhower, 
whose own intentions are not known, is the choice of the 
liberals. 


On the surface, the contest looms simply as a decision 


between these two men. But actually it's more complex 
than that. 


First, as the recent GOP meeting in Tulsa showed, there 


are still many doubters among the conservatives about 
Taft's vote-getting ability. There is fear that his smashing 
430,000-vote triumph in Ohio last fall was a special case, 
not necessarily indicative of what he could do on a national 
scale. 
• . • • . - 


Prom Washington and other quarters one occasionally 


hears the refrain, "we can win with anyone," sung by Re- 
publicans confident that the MacArthur affair, the RFC 
mess, the crime investigations In big cities and similar dis- 
closures have hopelessly sunk the Democrats. But these 
optimists are not too numerous. 


At Tulsa, where GOP leaders from all parts of the nation 


assembled, the mood was rather one of caution—of watchful 
waiting. Yet despite this mood, and the doubts about Taft, 
the Ohio senator seems sure to come to the convention with 
a substantial block of delegates from southern and midwest- 
ern states. And at this moment, he has no serious competi- 
tion from within the conservative fold. 


In the liberal camp, the problems are no less perplexing. 


No one can be sure whether Eisenhower would respond to 
the party's call. He has not declared himself, though it is 
possible one or more of his ardent backers may have learned 
privately what his intentions are. 


Without assurances that he's willing, the liberal wing 


would be plunging ahead in the dark. It would conceivably 
wind up by finding that it hasn't got a candidate. 


But until Eisenhower's attitude is publicly known, the 


conservatives are not likely to underestimate the strength of 
the liberal wing. Aligned on that side are Governor'Dewey, 
with New York's 90-odd votes and possibly a healthy batch 
of New England delegates in alliance; Sen. James Duff of 
Pennsylvania, who will command probably a sizable ma- 
jority of his state's 73 delegates, and Governor Warren, 
who most likely can deliver California and about 10 other 
western states into the Eisenhower column if he wishes to. 


Here are represented the three most populous states in 


America, formidable block for Taft or anybody else to con- 
tend with. If Eisenhower is available, the slightest show of 
weakness on the conservative side would almost certainly 
make the convention a runaway for Ike.

But if the general again says no, the liberals have a worse 


dilemma than the conservatives. Few will be confident they 
can nominate Stassen or Warren or any other second choice. 


There is one final worry to plague the Republicans. If 


Eisenhower somehow manages to remain silent up to con- 
vention time, and then is passed over by the GOP, the fear 
will haunt many that he might turn about and make himself 
available to the Democrats. In this nightmare, Republicans 
see President Truman gracefully bowing out and recommend- 
ing Ike. 


So far the only suggestion offered to forestall this is to 


have General MacArthur address the convention, forswear 
political ^ambition for himself and declare that no profes- 
sional should be a candidate. The only trouble with that is, 
MacArthur made himself an avowed candidate in 1948

Of Food, Clothing and Rents? 


New York City, June 8—What is the outlook for 


prices of foods, clothing and rent for the balance of 
this year? The scare buying is over. Installment sales 
are on the decline. Does this mean that the prices of 
all the things you buy will tumble? 


, 
GOVERNMENT PRICE FIXING 


" The Federal attempts to lower prices is largely a J] 


political gesture. Very few high-quality goods will sell 
for less for some time:' The only way prices will now 
•be lowered is by reducing quality or forcing unemploy- 
ment. As long as full employment exists, prices will 
continue to depend—not on Washington rulings—but on 
supply and demand. If American families go back to 
having a good beef roast only on Sundays, then the 
price of beef will decline. If, on the other hand, they 
decide to have a roast twice a week, then the price will 
remain high. 
• 
^ 


Here in New York City is the great central market 


for men's and womenvs clothing. Upon inquiries today 
I learn that the prices which you see in windows and ad- 
vertisements may be kept down, but the quality will not 
be good. If you want goodTquality suits or dresses 
you must pay more. This does not mean that the 
manufacturer of the brand you have always bought 
has marked up his goods, but that his old best-quality < 
goods are no longer available. . Hence, to get good 
quality you must buy a brand which has always cost 
more. 
This applies to- almost, everything—clothing, 41 


furniture and canned goods. 


WHAT ABOUT WAGES? 


The "take home" wages are determined by supply 


and demand. Labor unions can make manufacturers 
pay more wages, but they cannot make the public buy 
more merchandise. The bureaucrats at Washington 
can set a "fair" hourly wage, but they cannot assure 
work to the union members. The "take home" pay is 
the product of" the hourly wage multiplied by the 
number of hours worked. I believe this will hold up 4 
for some time; but it must decline, before prices of 
food, clothing and shelter will tumble. 


Yet you must remember that only 25% of our 


workers are now unionized. The great mass are still 
free to work where they wish, as they wish and for 
what they wish. These are the true Americans, in my, 
humble judgment. These will supply the foremen, man- 
agers and future employers of our great growing 
country. If you always want to work for someone else, 
then join a union. If, however, you want to be a free ^ 
man and climb to the top of some business, don't be 
tied to union rules. 


v 
DOLLARS ARE WORTH LESS 


Another reason why the Government cannot now 


reduce prices is because the dollar will be worth less 
next year -Just now President Truman is balancing 
the nation's budget; but he can't do this next year. 
He must print money or bonds to help pay for the mili- 
tary expenditures. Paper dollars are little different 
from paper dolls or any other commodity. As the supply ^ 
increases above normal, the price goes down. Govern- 
ment bonds have already dropped in price; dollar bills 
will tumble again soon. 


Many readers of my column send me charts and 


figures showing how prices have temporarily been con- 
trolled in the past, but they forget we are now living in 
an entirely economic age. During his Administration, 
President Roosevelt destroyed the Gold Basis for our 
dollar bills. This Gold Basis prevented prices from going 
too high. Now the only thing that can prevent prices, 
f 
wages, real estate, etc., from staying up is either a 
• 


reduction in the supply of printing press money, or a 
business bust. Surely the price of gold will again be 
marked up. 


SHALL YOU BUY NOW? 


Don't buy now for hoarding. Prices will not sky- 


rocket. There will continue to be enough necessary 
goods. On the other hand, don't wait for lower prices 
on goods you really need. Buy naturally; save naturally; 
and live naturally. Be neither a hoarder nor a specula- 
tor; be neither a scrimper nor a waster; be a God-fear- 4 
ing, sensible citizen and insist upon quality even if you 
must buy less.

NEW ORLEANS _ (AP) — A 


top scientist of the Atomic En 
ergy 
Commission 
(AEC) was 


quotel today as saying the atom! 
bomb is obsolete. 


How literally that was mean 


or what relation it might have t 
efforts of the U. S. to create > 
hydrogen bomb was not clear. 


Rep. F. Edward Hebcrt (D-La 


mentioned the matter today in th 
third of a series of articles on th 
Eniwetok tests. 


The scientist was Dr. Edward 


Teller, physicist of the AEC's Los 
Alamos, N. M., bomb laboratory 
and one of the men who helped 
develop the first 
atomic bomb. 


Hebert was telling of a chat 
among several officials and him- 
self while he was at Eniwetok for 
atomic tests in April and May. 


Bomb Obsolete Too? 


Hebert said he had remarked 


that 
the New Orleans airport, 


when built in 1933 was the most 
modern in the United States but 
now is obsolete. Thereupon, Hebert 
related, Dr. Teller commented: 


"That's nothing. In 1934 nobody 


had ever heard of the atom bomb 
and today it is obsolete." 


Hebert, in the first of his series 


on Thursday, made

reference to what appeared to be 
a phase of the atomic bomb test 
concerned with the hydrogen bomb 
research program.

Of course, if Truman doesn't get 


what he wanta and congress lets 
the law die and we .have even 
worse inflation, he can then take 
out after congress without mincing 
words, as he has done in the past. 


But even that would b» a little 


awkward' for him- since his own 
party Democrats have a majority 
in congress, although only a slim 
one, 
and therefore might appear 


able to put through anything they 
wished. 


Only on Paper 


It isn't news, of course, to say 


that majority is mostly a paper 
majority since on any given issue 
some of the Democrats go over on 
the Republican side while some 
Republicans hop over with the 
Democrats. 


The president had another' pret- 


ty good reason for going easy on 
congress last night to avoid stir- 
ring up any more antagonism than 
exists there now. He wants con- 
gress to pass some other important 
legislation:

All" in all, Truman's talk last 


night was mostly a job of explain- 
ing to the nation in ABC style why 
he thinks the controls law should 
be continued. It \vas 
carefully 


done. No one could complain it was 
over his head. 


Asks Extension 


Truman asked congress to con- 


tinue the control law for two years 
beyond its expiration date of June 
30. He's not likely to get a two- 
year extension. 


Rather, the law may be con- 


tinued for one year. But even that 
is not certain. All the controls die 
unless, within the 15 days between 
now and June 30, congress votes 
to keep them longer. 


Fifteen days are pretty little 


time for both houses to debate and 
vote on such an issue. June 30 may 
arrive before they finish. What 
then ? Is all their work for nothing 
and does the law die? 


In such a case congress could 


ram through very quickly a stop- 
gap law—that is, one saying that 
controls will continue for three 
months or six—until congress can 
decide what it wants to do about 
keeping the law.
